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THE TYRANNY OF WORDS 


Some time ago Time magazine indi- 


cated that :t behoved Mr. Roosevelt was 
a liberal and called upon its readers for 
their opinions. A total of 180 people sent 
in a discubsion of the matter, of which 
82 denied Mr. Roosevelt is a liberal, 48 
asserted he was, while 50 were so con- 
fused they were unable to come to an 
opinion. 


We rather suspect that Time was hav- 


ing some fun with _; its readers. Master 
of words itself, it realizes how much words 
trip us all, how much we misuse them, and 
yet how essential they are to human ex- 
istence. 


Samples of the confusion are indi- 


cated by the magazine. Thus from Cali- 
fornia comes the statement: 


"Roosevelt is the greatest bond sales- 


man the world has ever known. A 
man born rich cannot be a liberal. 
A man who has never needed a dollar 
cannot understand what a liberal is." 
That political shades of opinion colored 


the conclusion is evident in a reply from 
Kansas: 


"Roosevelt I defeated the Republican 


party—Roosevelt II will 'probably de- 
feat the Democratic party. Roosevclts 
have a habit of laying their eggs in 
other bird's nests. They are cuckoo." 
From Florida comes the declaration: 


"A liberal is one who is willing to 


debate whether the sum of 2 and 2 is 
3J or 43." 
Whereas from Iowa is written this 


definition: 


"Liberalism is the window dressing 


of smart conservatives, timid radicals, 
and befuddled individuals generally, 
straddling the bridge between slightly 
left of center (Franklin Roosevelt) and 
slightly right of center (Walter Lipp- 
mann). No wonder a liberal is so hard 
to define! He is the color of a chame- 
leon, makes a noise like a clam, smells 
like pure water and feels like motion- 
less air." 
Out of Pennsylvania however has come 


a definition or explanation more in keep- 
ing with the thoughts of careful writ- 
ers who are unconcerned about politics 
and desirous only of stressing meanings: 


"The word liberal, whether or not it 


once had an objective meaning, ap- 
pears to be, in current use, devoid of 
description. Among my economic stu- 
dents, sampling over a period of years, 
liberal seems to be merely a word of 
approval like good and beauty. Its 
use shows the feeling of the user to- 
ward the person to whom it is applied." 
Time may have been motivated in 


opening up this discussion 
by 
Stuart 


Chase's new book entitled "The Tyranny 
of Words." Mr. Chase also refers to an- 
other book entitled "The Meaning of 
Meaning." 
These authors have written 


extensively upon the divergent or con- 
trary meanings that words gather. There 
is little wonder that meanings are not 
precise when one comes to think of the 
quick, constant and careless use to which 
they are put.

Silt, hurled down a mountain 
stream, cuts like a razor. It undoubted- 
ly was of major importance in cutting 
away the support for the bridge struc- 
ture. 


In due course of time a careful and 


methodical 
report 
will 
be prepared 


through the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion dealing with facts and opinions con- 
cerning the cause of this accident and the 
blame, if any, attributable to individuals. 
That inquiry may open up avenues of in- 
formation not now obtainable. But upon 
the basis of printed facts the accident may 
be classified as an Act of God, to'use an 
expression common in the courts to cover 
cases for which men are not to blame 
but are attributable to powers so over- 
whelming they can neither be foreseen 
nor guarded against. 


THE ABUNDANT LIFE FOR SALMON 


There is still a long debate on the Pa- 


cific coast as to whether or not the Bonne- 
ville dam, with its 7-million-dollar stair- 
way and elevator that were to enable sal- 
mon which spawn in the upper waters 
of the Columbia to get by the dam, is a 
success or a failure. 


That the debate is healing up is evi- 


dent from the fact that each side claims 
victory. 


The Department of the Interior boasts 


that the fish are flipping up the stairs and, 
though the elevator is nothing to speak of 
in comparison to the stairs, it is still serv- 
ing a purpose. But from upstream come 
reports that the catch is very small and 
that a 10-million-dollar industry has been 
crippled.

their way upstream, and that the daily 
reports demonstrate that the ladders are 
a success.

because they should be going upstream in 
such numbers that no one could accurate- 
ly click thorn

In some parts of the world it is 


the custom to serve a dish of greens 
raw vegetables, raw fruits, relishes, 
usually with dressing or sauce, un- 
der the name of salad, and at the be- 
ginning of the dinner. 
This is a 


commendable custom from 
the 


point of view of the physiology of 
digestion and good health. But in 
other parts of the world the salad 
comes later in the course of the 
dinner, perhaps the last thing be- 
fore dessert. This is a mistake so 
far as good digestion and 
good 


health are concerned. 
Anyway, 


what in tarnation 
does a fellow 


want with fodder after he has put 
away a substantial meal of meat, 
fish, soup, vegetables and whatnot? 


There ought to be a law about 


salad. I mean a rigid rule of hy- 
giene prohibiting the use of any 
cooked food in a salad. 
A salad 


should contain only RAW greens, 
relishes, vegetables or fruits. Cook- 
ing destroys or removes more or 
less of the vitamins in raw food and 
boiling or roasting or stewing or 
steaming removes more or less of 
the minerals in the natural food. If 
cooked food replaces some of the 
raw food in a salad the dish cannot 
serve its purpose as a supplement to 
the otherwise deficient meal. 


For those who are stout, over- 


nourished, too heavy or logy from 
overeating, it is most imperative 
that the first course of the main 
meal of the day shall be a salad. 
This is the time to pack in a gen- 
erous filler of roughage and bulk. 
It contributes materially toward the 
sense of fulness and satisfaction on 
which every one depends to tell 
him when he has had enough to eat. 
With the bread basket thus pre- 
pared, the rest of the meal rounds 
out the feeling of repletion, on a 
total of calories far less than one 
craves when no salad is taken. The 
items generally making up a salad 
provide most of the vitamins and 
most of the minerals required to 
keep the metabolism normal, and 
cooked victuals are \isually 
defi- 


cient in these essentials. 


So the salad is a matter of prime 


importance in the corrective regi- 
men of the overnourishcd. 


A second suggestion which ap- 


plies in the majority of cases of 
overweight, is that a quarter-grain 
tablet of saccharin makes a good 
substitute for a teaspoonful or a

A Bystander 


In Washington

Washington—Much of the history 


of the 75th Congress can be written 
in the ups and downs of the influ- 
ence of one man—President Roo- 
sevelt. 


When opposi- 


tion forces in 
congress 
beat 
the 
president 


down on a ma- 
jor 
issue, the 


pace 
of 
his 


whole 
program 


slackened. 
At 


other times the 
breaks came his 
way to increase 
his sway and in 
turn

pliable. 


A s 
congress 


adjourned, the presidential prestige 
was reasonably high but most ob- 
servers put it below 1936 standards. 
In the closing hours he won two 
rounds. Congress gave in to presi- 
dential demands for a free hand In 
spending the 53,750,000,000 relief- 
recovery money and passed 
the 


wage-hour bill which had been re- 
jected earlier. 


The Florida primary turned that 


tide for the president. And whether 
that tide remains turned will be de- 
cided in the other primaries and 
general election. The country will 
decide whether it wants congress- 
men who see 100 per cent eye to 
eye with the president or instead 
likes them best when they kick up 
their heels 25 to 50 per cent of the 
time. 


The Way It Went 


This is a quicker review but there 


are landmarks to help plot 
the 


course more definitely. 


Fresh from his 1936 landslide, 


Mr. Roosevelt moved in on con- 
gress in the winter of 1937 with 
many demands, including one that 
congress neutralize supreme court 
opposition to his reform and recov- 
ery plans. The historic court fight 
occupied most of the first session. 
Congress won—partly because the 
court itself neutralized'some of its 
opposition. For a time the presi- 
dent's grip became as slack as a 
wet drum-head. 


The administration program had 


included 
wage-hour 
legislation, 


crop control, government reorga- 
nization, expansion of the TVA to 
other watersheds, and tax revi- 
sion. In that first session the presi- 
dent got none of it except a spatter 
of tax loop-hole plugging. 


The special session delivered up 


nothing, but made progress on crop 
control, which both the president - 
and congress wanted. 


The present session, beginning, 


last January, saw the bloc of Re- • 
publicans and 
Democratic inde- •• 


pendents increasingly solid. 


The present pressed for authority 


to reorganize the executive branch 
of the government. Like the court 
fight, it was bitter and he lost. 


Developments abroad helped the 


president put across his billion dol- 
lar naval expansion bill. 
But In , 


those same days the widening effect 
of the re-depression affected his 
power by halting "Roosevelt pros- 
perity." 


The Scene Changes 


As the end of the session hove In 


sight, yeast of another sort began 
fermenting. In the Florida primary,- 
Senator Pepper, an administration 
flower, was decidedly victorious 
over a New Deal critic who had 
challenged his seat. 


Magically the wage-hour bill was 


revived, modified to soothe south- 
ern insurgence, and passed. 
The 


president's request for unhampered 
control in spending the 
relief 


money was granted. 


The whole house and a third of 


the senate is up for re-election. Re- 
gardless of what hand the president 
may have in it, certain of his un-" 
derlings are apparently determined 
to spend the summer rooting out 
some of the congressional oppon- 
ents of remaining New Deal enter- 
prises.

poking their heads up to let you 
know spring had officially arrived! 
Then early in May you'd begin 
having a regular parade of blos- 
soms—long

First would come scarlet and yel- 


low masses of tulips, and fragrant 
hlies-of-the-valley. Then you'd be- 
gin having peonies—creamy white, 
pink, and the lovely dark crimson 
ones.

al plants, spade it to a depth of fix 
or eight inches, and then pulverize
